'e  are  having  a  GREAT  YEAR  OF 
CELEBRATION  at  Co-Lin,  in  honor  of 
SEVENTY-FIVE  YEARS  of  a  wonderful  tradi- 
tion of  educational  excellence.  We  are  almost  to  the 
halfway  mark  in  the  year,  and  it  seems  like  we  just 
began  the  celebration.  Our  opening  ceremony  on 
February  3,  enjoyed  by  about  400  people  who  were  in 
attendance,  was  an  outstanding  way  to  start  the  year  of 
celebration.  We  were  honored  with  the  presence  of 
Governor  Ronnie  Musgrove  and  U.S.  Senator  Thad 
Cochran  on  the  program.  They  both  had  some  very 
kind  and  complimentary  words  for  the  college  and  its 
rich  heritage.  Then,  we  were  especially  proud  and 
honored  to  have  Mr.  L.  Frank  Pitts,  a  1931  graduate  of 
Co-Lin  (the  second  graduating  class!),  who  came  from 
Dallas,  Texas  to  help  us  kick  off  the  celebration.  It 
was  very  special  to  hear  him  talk  about  the  early  days 
of  the  college.  He  was  accompanied  by  his  daughter, 
Linda  Custard,  also  of  Dallas.  While  they  were  here,  I 
was  pleased  and  honored  to  make  the  announcement 
of  a  very  generous  gift  to  the  college  by  the  Pitts  fami- 
ly. Another  special  guest  and  speaker  for  the  opening 
was  Dr.  Billy  B.  Thames,  President  Emeritus.  Dr. 
Thames,  who  served  as  president  of  the  college  from 
January  20,  1968  until  June  30,1997,  shared  his  per- 
spective as  former  president,  and  as  father  of  three 
children  who  graduated  from  Co-Lin.  He  shared  from 
his  bank  of  memories  about  the  growth  of  the  college 
and  about  the  "family"  atmosphere  that  had  developed 
over  the  years.  I'm  honored  to  follow  someone  with 
such  big  foot  prints  in  the  history  of  this  institution! 

Several  other  events  have  been  held  as  a  part  of 
the  celebration,  such  as  the  Arbor  Day  planting  of 
about  20  trees  by  student  organizations  on  the  Wesson 
Campus  and  another  20  trees  on  the  Natchez  Campus. 
A  special  marker  donated  by  Brookhaven  Monument 
Company  was  placed  at  each  site  to  commemorate  the 
75th  Anniversary.  Both  events  were  very  successful  in 
getting  great  participation  of  current  students  in  the 
celebration,  and  the  trees  will  add  great  beauty  to  our 
campuses! 

On  Awards  Day  at  Natchez  on  April  1 5  and  at 
Wesson  on  April  16  we  had  several  special 


presentations  to  the  college.

We 
would  love  to  do  something 
that  would  help  the  college,  to 
make  a  significant  contribu- 
tion, but  feel  that  only  the  rich 
can  afford  to  make  a  sizable 
donation.  Through  the  gifting 
of  life  insurance,  any  individ- 

■ -^       ual  of  moderate  means  can  be 

a  major  donor. 
Life  insurance  takes  a  few  dollars  a  month,  and  over 
the  long  term  magnifies  that  into  thousands  -  or 
hundreds  of  thousands  -  of  dollars  in  proceeds  for  Copiah- 
Lincoln.  By  making  small  contributions  over  several  years, 
the  power  of  your  gift  is  paid  for  on  the  "installment  plan." 

In  addition  to  making  a  heartfelt  contribution  to  a 
worthwhile  cause,  gifting  life  insurance  to  Co-Lin  offers 
many  practical  advantages  to  the  donor  -  possible  tax 
deductions,  nominal  cost  of  the  transaction,  and  simplicity. 
Also,  the  satisfaction  of  "giving  back"  to  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College. 

A  gift  of  life  insurance  can  be  made  in  the 
following  three  ways: 

*Designate  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College  as 
Owner  and  Beneficiary.  This  method  benefits  Co- 
Lin  and  gives  the  donor  a  bonus  in  the  form  of 
income  tax  benefits.  The  donor's  deduction  equals 
the  premium  payments,  and  the  policy's  value  is 
removed  from  his/her  estate. 

*Designate  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College  as 
Beneficiary.  As  a  policy  owner,  you  retain  the  right 
to  make  changes  to  the  policy  including  changing 


the  beneficiary.  Premium  payments  with  this 
arrangement  are  not  tax  deductible.   However,  at  the 
donor's  death,  the  estate  receives  a  charitable  deduc- 
tion for  the  proceeds,  as  allowed  by  law. 

*Donate  an  existing  policy.  If  you  own  a  policy 
whose  coverage  is  no  longer  essential,  you  may 
choose  to  donate  it  to  the  Copiah-Lincoln 
Foundation.  You  could  irrevocably  assign  or  trans- 
fer the  policy  to  the  CLCC  Foundation  as  owner  and 
beneficiary.  This  allows  for  an  immediate  income 
tax  deduction.  If  the  policy  is  fully  paid,  the  deduc- 
tion equals  the  policy  replacement  value  unless  that 
value  exceeds  the  tax  or  cost  basis.  The  deduction 
is  limited  to  cost  basis.  If  there  are  remaining  pre- 
miums, the  deduction  is  about  the  same  as  the  cash 
surrender  value. 


With  the  dramatic  reductions  in  government  funding 
for  community  colleges,  the  generosity  of  Co-Lin  alumni 
and  friends  is  more  important  than  ever.  It's  true  that  just 
one  person  CAN  make  a  difference.  Your  support  helps 
continue  the  good  works  of  a  worthwhile  endeavor,  to 
keep  helpful  programs  afloat.

Literary  Hall  of  Fame  Inductee 


Singer/songwriter  Tricia 
Walker  of  Nashville  is  the 
newest  member  of  Copiah- 
Lincoln's  Literary  Hall  of 
Fame.  Induction  ceremonies 
were  held  on  April  24  dur- 
ing the  college's  annual 
Humanities  Reception. 
Born  and  raised  in 
Jefferson  County,  Mississippi,  Tricia  has  become  one  of 
the  clearest  voices  of  her  own  time  and  place.  Her  music  is 
steeped  in  the  passion,  pain  and  grace  of  the  American 
South,  influenced  as  much  by  the  social  turbulence  of  the 
1960s  as  by  the  R&B,  gospel  and  swing  she  grew  up  lis- 
tening to.  She  formed  her  first  band  at  the  age  of  13,  sup- 
plementing formal  piano  training  with  the  time-honored 
tradition  of  copying  guitar  licks  from  records  and  radio. 

Tricia,  a  1972  Co-Lin  graduate,  earned  a  music  educa- 
tion degree  from  Delta  State  University.  While  working  on 
her  master's,  she  played  clubs  and  festivals  in  Mississippi 
and  Louisiana.  Her  growing  interest  in  songwriting  led  to 
honors  at  the  Mississippi  and  American  Song  Festivals  in 


1979.  She  moved  to  Nashville  in  1980  and  signed  as  a 
staff  writer  with  gospel  giant  Word,  Inc.  in  1982.  Cuts  on 
Grammy-nominated  records  by  Debby  Boone,  The 
Imperials  and  Kathy  Troccoli  and  Tricia's  frequent  live 
performances  in  Nashville  clubs  brought  her  to  the  atten- 
tion of  producer  Jerry  Kennedy.  She  joined  his  Polygram 
stable  of  writers,  and  had  songs  recorded  by  Mel 
McDaniel,  Moe  Bandy,  Karen  Staley,  Patty  Loveless,  Faith 
Hill  and  Alison  Krauss,  who  won  a  Grammy  for  her  per- 
formance of  Tricia's  song,  "Looking  In  The  Eyes  Of 
Love." 

In  1 990,  Tricia  co-founded  Crossfield  Music,  a  pub- 
lishing and  production  company  where  she  served  as  cre- 
ative director  and  oversaw  a  staff  of  five  writers.  Her  pro- 
duction credits  include  a  diverse  collection  of  styles, 
including  Americana,  contemporary  Christian,  pop,  coun- 
try, and  children's  music. 

Tricia's  instrumental  skills  earned  her  a  spot  backing 
Grand  Ole  Opry  star  Connie  Smith,  with  whom  she  played 
for  six  years,  and  she  toured  extensively  with  Paul 
Overstreet  and  Shania  Twain  as  a  keyboard  player  and 
vocalist.

Economic  study  shows  Co-Lin's  impact  on  district 


Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College  has  always 
known  what  an  economic  benefit  it  is  to  the  communities 
it  serves,  and  now  the  college  can  back  up  those  claims. 
A  recent  study,  conducted  by  CCBenefits,  Inc.,  of 
Moscow,  Idaho,  gives  Co-Lin  impressive  marks  for 
impacting  the  local  economy  and  contributing  to  the  well 
being  of  the  communities  and  its  constituents. 

College  President  Dr.  Howell  Garner  said,  "We  are 
pleased  to  have  an  official  study  to  back  up  what  we 
already  know  about  the  economic  impact  of  Co-Lin  and 
community  colleges." 

The  study  reached  several  conclusions  about  Co-Lin's 
ability  to  stimulate  the  economy  in  the  district.  The  exis- 
tence of  Co-Lin  explains  $127.3  million  of  all  annual  earn- 
ings in  the  Co-Lin  district.  The  earnings  explained  by  Co- 
Lin  are  equal  to  that  of  roughly  4,678  jobs.  Co-Lin  pays 
$14.3  million  in  direct  faculty  and  staff  wages  and  salaries, 
and  explains  an  additional  $113  million  in  wages  and 
salaries  off  campus. 

Co-Lin  generates  a  good  return  on  investment.  Each 
year  students  leave  Co-Lin  and  join  or  rejoin  the  local 
workforce.  Their  added  skills  translate  to  higher  earnings 


and  a  more  robust  Co-Lin  district  economy.  Taxpayers  see 
a  return  of  17.6%  on  their  annual  investment  in  Co-Lin 
and  recover  all  investments  in  7.1  years. 

The  State  of  Mississippi  benefits  from  improved  health 
and  reduced  welfare,  unemployment,  and  crime,  saving  the 
public  some  $4.4  million  annually. 

From  the  student  perspective,  Co-Lin  increases  the 
earning  potential  of  its  students.  Students  enjoy  an  attrac- 
tive 40%  annual  return  on  their  investment  of  time  and 
money  -  for  every  $  1  the  student  invests  in  Co-Lin,  he/she 
will  receive  a  cumulative  $9.38  in  high  future  earnings 
over  the  next  30  years. 

For  every  credit  completed  Co-Lin  students  will,  on 
average,  earn  $113  more  per  year  every  year  they  are  in 
the  workforce.  Alternatively,  for  every  fulltime  year  they 
attend  they  will  earn  an  additional  $3,192  per  year. 

The  CCBenefits  study  not  only  researched  each  of  the 
state's  15  community  and  junior  colleges  individually,  but 
also  compiled  an  all-inclusive  report  on  the  entire  system. 
CCBenefits,  Inc.  conducted  the  study  using  a  national 
model  the  company  had  developed  for  the  Association  of 
Community  College  Trustees.

oldest  GED  graduates  in  the  state  of  Mississippi. 

Sinclair  quit  school  two  weeks  into  her  ninth  grade  year. 
She  married  at  a  young  age  and  began  raising  her  family. 
Mrs.  Sinclair  has  battled  a  hearing  problem  and  cancer. 
In  1992,  Mrs.  Sinclair  enrolled  in  the  Senior  AIDES 
Program,  an  employment-training  program  sponsored  by 
Copiah-Lincoln.  The  program  enrolls  economically  disad- 
vantaged persons  age  55  and  older  to  work  part  time  in 
government  or  non-profit  agencies.  Mrs.  Sinclair  was 
enrolled  in  the  program  when  she  began  her  battle  with 
cancer.  During  her  time  of  treatment  and  recovery,  she 
managed  to  miss  only  two  weeks  of  work.  She  acknowl- 
edges that  staying  active  in  the  workplace  helped  her  deal 
with  the  problems  she  was  facing  in  her  personal  life. 

According  to  Jeff  Posey,  Co-Lin  Adult  Education 
Director,  only  1.4  percent  of  186  adults  who  take  the  GED 
over  the  age  of  60  pass  the  test.  The  average  age  for  a 
GED  graduate  is  22  years  old.

The  Life  and  Selected  Letters  ofLyle  Saxon,  the  first 
book  by  Co-Lin  humanities  instructor  and  Tylertown 
native  Dr.  Chance  Harvey,  is  scheduled  for  release  this 
month  by  Pelican  Publishing  Company  of  New  York. 

The  first  full  biography  of  the  legendary  writer  traces 
the  developments  in  Saxon's  literary  career  and  scrutinizes 
his  life,  his  personal  and  professional  relationships  as  well 
as  his  writing,  to  present  an  intimate  portrait  of  the  artist. 
What  emerges  from  this  study  is  a  man  who  created  an 
image  of  Southern  gentleman,  genial  host  to  the  literati 
and  raconteur  in  order  to  disguise  his  deep  feelings  of 
loneliness  and  alienation.  Interestingly,  Saxon  used  the 
books  he  wrote  and  his  letters  to  establish  a  persona,  a 
regional  and  social  identity,  quite  different  from  the  private 
man.  The  biography  is  based,  in  large  part,  upon  Saxon's 
letters  and  diaries  as  well  as  his  unpublished  manuscripts 
and  published  works.  The  accompanying  selected  letters 
from  Saxon  to  correspondents  ranging  from  prominent 
writer  Sherwood  Anderson  to  his  maiden  aunts,  Maude 
and  Elizabeth  Chambers,  reflect  the  author's  delightful 
sense  of  humor  as  they  comment  upon  the  literary  scene  in 
New  Orleans  in  the  1920s  and  in  Greenwich  Village  in  the 
1930s. 

Harvey  first  became  interested  in  Saxon  when  she  was 
a  graduate  student  at  Tulane  University  and  worked  part- 
time  in  the  special  collections  division  of  the  university 
library.  There  she  came  across  the  Saxon  papers;  she  found 
his  letters  and  diaries  intriguing,  and  they  became  the  basis 
of  the  biography  She  has  researched  the  facts  behind 
Saxon  myths  and  presents  the  reality  behind  his  legend. 

The  hardcover  edition  including  an  appendix  of  39 
Saxon  letters  and  photographs  is  currently  available  at 
amazon.com  and  will  soon  be  available  in  bookstores.

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Co-Lin  receives  $500,000  gift  to 

endow  programs  to  benefit  students  and  faculty 


A  $500,000  gift  from  a 
Copiah-Lincoln  alumnus 
will  endow  student  scholar- 
ships and  provide  profes- 
sional development  oppor- 
tunities for  faculty. 

The  endowment  from 
Texas  businessman  L. 
Frank  Pitts,  a  member  of 
Co-Lin  Class  of  1931,  was 
announced  during  the 
opening  ceremonies  of  the 
college's  75th  anniversary  celebration. 

"I  love  this  school,  and  it  has  had  a  big  influence 
on  my  life,"  said  Pitts,  who  also  attended  Co-Lin 
when  it  was  an  agricultural  high  school. 

Garner  said  the  criteria  for  the  scholarship  still 
being  developed  but  will  likely  be  based  on  the 
student's  ACT  score,  financial  need  and  other  fac- 
tors. 

Professional  development  opportunities  for  Co- 
Lin  faculty  is  an  area  that  has  suffered  in  recent 
years  due  to  tough  budget  times,  Garner  said.  He 
added  that  there  has  been  a  38  percent  cut  in  the  col- 
lege budget  for  that  area  over  the  last  three  years. 

The  enrichment  funds  will  help  send  instructors 
to  seminars,  workshops  and  other  programs  to 
improve  their  teaching  skills  and  knowledge. 

The  Co-Lin  Foundation  will  administer  both 
scholarships. 

"The  faculty  is  absolutely  going  to  be  on  cloud 
nine  about  this,"  Garner  said.  "This  is  a  fantastic 
thing  to  do." 

Pitts  has  been  an  independent  oil  and  natural  gas 
producer  for  over  60  years. 

While  at  Co-Lin,  Pitts  served  as  president  of  his 
class  both  his  freshman  and  sophomore  year.  He  was 
selected  Co-Lin's  Alumnus  of  the  Year  in  1973  and 
was  inducted  into  the  Co-Lin  Foundation  Hall  of 
Fame  in  1994. 

Pitts  has  been  actively  involved  in  a  wide  range 
of  industry  associations  and  political  action  groups. 
He  served  two  terms  as  president  of  the  Texas 
Independent  Producers  and  Royalty  Owners 
Association.  Pitts  has  been  appointed  by  Texas  gov- 
ernors to  numerous  committees  in  the  petroleum 
industry.  A  pioneer  in  geological  research,  Pitts  was 
appointed  to  the  Interstate  Oil  Gas  Compact 


Commission  by  Texas  Governor  Mark  White  in 
1984.  He  currently  serves  under  an  appointment  by 
former  Texas  Governor  George  W.  Bush. 

The  many  honors  awarded  him  by  industry  asso- 
ciates include  the  Chief  Roughneck  Award  (1979); 
Pioneer  of  the  Year  Award  (2001 );  IPAA  Karney 
Cochran  Award  (1993);  Texas  Independent 
Producers  and  Royalty  Owners'  highest  honor,  the 
Mr.  TIPRO  Award  (1989);  Texas  Oil  &  Gas 
Association's  Distinguished  Service  Award  (1998); 
the  American  Association  of  Petroleum  Landmen's 
Distinguished  Service  Award  and  Special  Award  for 
Industry  Leadership;  and  the  John  Rogers  Award 
(1996). 

As  a  dynamic  spokesman  for  the  energy  industry 
in  the  United  States,  Pitts  has  been  a  frequent  expert 
witness  and  conferee  in  Washington  with  members 
of  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives,  and 
Executive  leadership  concerned  with  oil  and  natural 
gas  policy. 

As  a  popular  speaker  to  civic  groups,  regional 
and  national  conventions,  he  has  often  been  heard  on

Chancellor;  Rolland  Smith;  and  various  national  and 
international  cable  news  programs  and  documen- 
taries.

MSU,  MOOT  announce  pilot  education  support  effort

STARKVILLE,  Miss.-The  Mississippi  Department  of 
Transportation  is  selecting  a  Mississippi  State  civil  engineer- 
ing major  as  the  first  participant  in  a  pilot  educational  pro- 
gram. 

MSU  senior  Craig  Prestwood  of  Hazlehurst  will  receive 
$10,000  toward  his  academic  studies  in  an  inaugural  effort  to 
recruit  future  professionals  for  the  state  agency.  He  also 
begins  earning  MDOT  retirement  credit  and  medical  insur- 
ance. The  new  program  is  a  collaborative  effort  among 
MDOT,  MSU  and  its  civil  engineering  department. 

Prestwood  will  work  with  the  MDOT  materials  division 
for  two  months  next  summer.  In  accepting  the  education  sup- 
port, he  commits  to  work  at  the  agency  for  at  least  two  years 
after  graduation.  The  Copiah  Academy  and  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College  ('01)  graduate  is  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.

"This  is  a  visionary  program  that  will  help  MDOT  recruit 
graduate  engineers  to  fill  specific  staffing  needs,"  said  civil 
engineering  department  head  Thomas  D.  White.

White  said  candidates  must  be  either  a  junior  or  senior 
and  be  enrolled  or  planning  to  enroll  in  the  civil  engineering 
bachelor's  program  at  MSU.
